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During the period bat wean 2 May and 2 June there xras an increase in traffic 
between Chefoo and -Dairen,, At the end of that period at least two sh:Sps of 
varying sises wore arriving daily in Chefoo® On several occasions small war- 
ships entered the harbor but remained only a few horn's® No identifying flags 
could be seen on these vessels® 


The 450~tcn 3S "Tvag Hsin Hao" travels once weekly from Port Arthur to Chafoo 
carrying gasoline , rubber goods, and weapons. On one trip approximately 70$ 
of the Japanese rifles which conprised the bulk of the ship's cargo w? .’a either 
old or broken® Cfe its return to Port Arthur the “fiKig Hsin Hao K earrfca pea- 
nut oil, wheat, hog bristles and hides® Two Koreans serve as pilots t i tha 
ship. (Tsingtao note* Presumably the other members of tha crew are C aness. ) 


1* The Soviet (7) sMp "King Hai Lm% a 7CO»ton freighter*, arrived in Chofoo on 
2 June from North Korea® Aboard were five Jeepa and twenty tracks. Nhile in 
Chefoc she took aboard 500 tons of wheat and proceeded to Dairen on f iane. 
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Csa 2 June a Korean steamship of about 150 tons displacement arrived at Wei— 
haiwei® It discharged a cargo of gasoline, kerosene, cotton cloth, cotton, 
and rubber.
